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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

record fails to anticipate or make obvious the particular method for bandwidth 
management based on the QoS metric defining a minimum QoS for the traffic group. 
This feature also distinguishes the claimed subject matter from that claimed in the 
parent application 09/018,103.
